ARMY OF HELVETIA. 
THE GENERAL OF DIVISION LECOURBE, TO THE GENERAL 
IN CHIEF MASSENA. 
Schultz, 25 Ventose, March 15. 

From my letters-of the 23d inst. (March 13,) you may have 
perceived the successes-which I have obtained over the enemy. 
As I had received no information respecting the body of. troops 
that was proutised me from Italy, and being desirous to know 
that it was at St Marie; I had left a battalion of ‘the 44th at 
Zetnest.to guard the valley chat leads to the latter place, espe- 
cially as I was informed that General Laudon had retired to 
that quarter. The 24th inst. (March 14) I had advanced with 
} my brigade of the left wing towards Martinsbruck and Fin- 
stermunster, which F ordered to be attacked with vigour. But 
the eneniy; who had'three pieces of cannon in the former of 
these villages, and who had retarded my progress by burning 
some bridges, made a very gallant resistance. ‘he above men- 
tioned brigade fought during the whole of the day. But, per- 
ceiving that my men were exhausted with fatigue and Kunger 
(the rapidity of my march having outstripped my provision- 
waggons) I’ ordered my troops to retire, having previously 
posted mght watches for the camp. : 

J waited the arrival of the brigade of Gen. Mainoni, by which 
I was followed in detached bodies. I had resolved vigorously 
to attack the: enemy on the morrow (the 26th) when in the 
morning, while my troops were getting into motion, I wag at- 
tacked at three, different points—at Zernest, at Schultz, a 
at Martinsbruck. General Laudon was im person at Schultz : 
three companies: of A ewreg, whom I had assembled; were 
on the spot under Mainoni. This corps, surprised by the e- 
nemy, who came down from the mountains on the side of 
Shalrethal, expérienced an iriconsiderable discomfiture, which 
gave rise to the’ taking of General Mainoni, together with his 
Aid-du-Camp; some other officers and grenachers. I was in 
the enyirons‘of Schultz, where 1 had just established myself, 
when I beheld the encmy on the road that conducted thither. 
‘The greacer' part of the grenadiers-had drawn towards Fefa. I 
hastened to call into actiona battalion of the 38th, which, was 
joining the advanced post, and returned in orderwf battle ; 
and retook the village and made 300 prisoners; but unfortu- 
nately during the-interval of my march, the enemy had time 
to surround General Mainoni, and the prisoners they had taken. 
I was unable to come up with him. His Aid-de-Camp was 
wounded and made prisoner, and the General received no jury. 

The enemy took ten horses belonging to the Chasseurs. ‘The 
attatk ort Martinsbruck was repulsed with loss on the side of 
the enemy. ‘The attack on Zernest,’of which I was imme- 
diately infermed, did not turn out more to their advantage.— 
The enemy had» also taken possession of the yillage; but the 
battalion of the 44th had rallied, and had also repulsed the ene- 
my. -These movements of the enemy against me! must con- 
vince you that the body of troops expected from Italy is not 
taking any steps to second mie; whereas I this day received a 
letter, dated Tirano, the 23d, by which I am informed that 
this corps commerices its hostile operations in the valley of Bor- 
mio. 1 was alsp informed of the capture of 700 prisoners, who 
upon my coming up had thrown themselves into Paschiave, 
and surrendered. » I am inclined to imagine that Gencral Lau- 
don willbe rather averse from attacking me, for I may justly 
flatter myself that, in the three affairs which I had with him, 
I have either taken or “killed 4000 of his men; at the same 
time I must confess that I haye sustained the loss of General 
Mainoni, and some other officers. The new levies that have 
completed the 36th demi-brigade conducted themselves in the 
most gallant manner against the enémy.—Grecting and respect.

General Lecourbe is in 
pursuit of the enemy; by this time he will have taken position 
at-Finsterminster. . I cannot sufficiently praise the conduct of 
General Lecourbe and the troops under his command, who 
have never been disconcerted, either by the difficulty of -the 
roads, the excessive severity of the cold, nor the enormous 
quantity of snow. ‘The new conscript levies, the first titie 
they were in action, on every occasion displayed a courage 
which was admired by the oldest soldiers in the army.

ARMY OF ITALY. 
DUHEM, TO THE COMMANDER IN CHIEF OF THE ARMY OF 
ITALY. 
Head -quarters at Foggia, 29 Ventose, March 19. 

General—The coalesced army of La Pouille and Abbruzze’s 
was by no means of an ephemeral duration. A number of gal- 
ley slaves, and the scattered remainder of the corps which were 
before me in the, Abrfizze’s, strengthened by all the populace 
of San Severo, and its environs, formed an assemblage of 10,000 
men, They occupied a height covered with olives, which com- 
manded an extensive plain, which was cleared by their cavalry, 
whilst their cannon was so placed as to command the principal 
opening. After having made my dispositions, the signal was 
given, and the attack’ was made with the quickness of light- 
ning —The manaavres were bravely executed by our troops; 
the retreat of the: rebels was completely cut off, and the re- 
mainder of the day was nothing more than an absolute mea- 
sure. It was terminated only by the men mixing themselves 
with the women and children who had fled on the receding 
day, and who were put forward to méet the fury of our’ sol- 
diers, “Uhese objects, always respected in the eyes of French- 
men, obtained for the rebels a degree of commiseration which 
they did not themselves deserve. Our soldiers, so terrible but 
one hour before, mildly reconducted these groupes of women 
and childten to their forsaken habitations. I had sworn to 
burn San Severo as the focus of this general revolt. ‘The inha- 
bitants had put to death all.shosé Who talked of ‘a surrender, 
and who in their fury had imprisoned their Bishop for having, 
in the name of the Gospel, preached peace and’ submission.— 
But I was touched by the miserable ‘fate of a population of 
20,000 souls. I ordered the plunder to cease, and pardoned 
them. More than 3000 rebels have perished, amongst whom 
were discovered several Neapolitan officers. Their cannon fell 
into our hands. I send you only their cavalry standards—those 
of the infantry were only church table-cloths, Monsieur Fre- 
dania, Jan Marco, Torre Maggiore, and all the people of the 
surrounding districts came in the night to ask for pardon, in- 
somuch that all La Pouille, which some days before, with the 
exception of Foggia, was im a state of insurrection, is now piei- 
fied. All the troops have continued to march in the path of 
honour.

© Tite 20th March, the day I transferred my head- 
quarters to Schuffenreid, the enemy attacked the whole 
morning,‘ the chain of my advanced pofts all along from 
Oftrach ; and, notwith{tanding the great number of 
their troops, they did not fucceed in driving them back 
in all points. On the 2rft, I attacked the enemy, who 
had affembled their principal forces at Oftrach. The 
ground of the valley of that name, which is marfhy and 
difficult, and the fingular advantageous pofition of the 
enemy on the hegiee near Oftrach and Mengen, which 
command the paflages to the valley, feemed to give a 
great fuperiority to a foe that knew how to profit of the 
advantages te be derived from this pofition.

JOURDAN TO THE DIVISIONAL GENERAL CHATEAU- 
NEUF-RANDON. 

Head-quarters at Weiller, near Dutlinged, March 26.

The lateft letters from the right bank of the Rhine 
ftate, that the French army, fupporting its left on the 
Danube, was extending itfelf to the right as far as the 
eaftern bank of the lake of Conitance. A divifion of 
Ferino had advanced towards Mersburgh and Buck: 
horne. In that fituation, the head-quarters of General 
Ferino, who commands the right wing, were on the 
23d at Salmanfweiler ; thofe of the left, uoder General 
St Cyr, at Tutlingen ; ‘and Jourdan’s at Engen. 

Since that period no official details have been receiv- 
ed refpecting. the movements of the army. It has been 
only known that on the 24th the Auftrians attacked 
the left wing at Neuhaufen, .Aach, and Liptingen, be- 
tween Tutlingen and Siegmaringen:* The French de- 
fended their pofitions with great courage, and forced the 


| enemy to retire with confiderable lols. The Auttrians 


renewed the attack on the 25th, and dire¢ted their ef- 
forts chiefly agaioft the right wing, under the command 
of Ferino. One of the moft defperate actions that 
have ever taken place enfued, but the French army, 
though inferior in numbers, kept firm for a whole day, 
and exhaufting the patience even of the Germans, re- 
mained in poffeffion of the field of battle. 

Jourdan will fhortly receive the reinforcements which 
he has demanded. ‘T'roops are marching from al] quar- 
ters to join thearmy. It is underftood that Ie wants 
from 20 to 36,000 more troops to make him equal to 
the Auftrians in ftrength. 

Details refpetting the a&ion of the 21f.—The at- 
tack was occalioned by the treachery of a ferjeant, for 
the Archduke did not intend to make it until three 
days after. The troops fought with fuch refolution on 
both fides, that a piece of cannon; an eight pounder, 
fell three times into the hands of the Auttrians, and 
was as often regained by the French, who at dength re- 
tained poffefhion of it. 

The confcription sen particularly diftinguifhed them- 
felves. One of them having made an Auftrian officer 
prifoner, took his watch and 25 pieces of gold, and 
conveyed him’ toa place of fecurity. _ He afterwards 
returned to the engagement and made two Hungarians 
prifoners. ? 

The Archduke’s army amounts to 70,000 men ; 
yet the army of ‘the Danube, with a great inferiority of 
numbers, combated it for four days fucceffively, and

We hear from good authority, that someof the most active 
Members of the Bath and West of England Society have a~ 
gain taken into consideration the most effectual means of check- 
ing the advance of butcher méat. , On account of the late sud- 
den severity of the weather, it has been supposed that, a more 
than usual wraca! may have taken place the youn 
lanibs, the effects o which may, without due caution, be muc 
felt at a future day. Those Gentlemen, therefore, are said to 
have suggested to the most public-spirited breeders, and other 
farmer's, a sparing sale of ewe lambs for staughter, because they 
will be wanted, and be likely to pay much better, in the end, 
as stock ; and to the consumers in general, ashore thaa usual 
abstinence from purchasing lamb fot food, this Spring, and im 
the approaching Summer. or 

They have also again, asin £796, strongly recommended all 
possible multiplication of young pigs, by breeding on farms 
and wastes, in inn yards, in villages, even among cottagers, 
and im all situations where a litter, of igs cau be reared, pre- 
ferring, where a choice can be made, the smaller faces, which 
may come midst speedily to pork. ‘This provident care seems 
particularly imporcant, when it, is considered how increasing 
may be the derrand, and how precarious the public supply in 
a sister country; A very seasonable and highly serviceable 
supply, produced in the period above mentioned, being now 
fresh in the public remembrance, it is hoped the same recourse 
will again be had to that species of breeding, and that all fa-
